21.— Weather 
conditiotiH lia\"e iliterfereil lo onI\' u 
light extent with Kenlucky-Teimessee 
petroleum oi>aratlona during the past 
week. Although more than a foot at 
snow co\ ercd the prouiul most of the 
week, an a\<rage nuinl'er of cuinple- 
tions Here reported, with some strikes 
of more than ordinary capacity in the 
Estill and Allen county districts. In the 
mo\-ement of drilling machines to new 
locjitioiiH there was s^.me interruption, 
it being impossible to negotiate the 
mountain highwaya wltb heavy drill 
Ing apparatus. 

In the list of completed work are iwo 
wells making 100 barrels each in the 
Station Camp district, Kstlll count> 
Both were ilrilltnl » lose to tlie pro'iuc- 
ing area as defined. I'*our wells of fifty 
barrels' capacity each were reported, 
with eight lesser strikes, making from 
ten to thirty-five barrels each. Only 
two failures were listed in late re- 
turns.
